defeated. 
The .senate by an over- 


whelming vote, 11 to 19, killed the 
general investigation resolution, pro- 
viding for a sweeping probe into life 
insurance, railroad and other corpor- 
ations'and political committees and 
organizations. 
Tuesday the assem- 


bly, by the-close vote of 40 to 42, de- 
feated", the "cumulative" 
or "second, 


choice" primary election bill, called 
the "Mary Ann" or "How Old Is1 Ann" 
bill because of the complicated nature 
of the 
proposition. 
Announcement 


was made that an attempt at resus- 
ciation would be made yesterday by 
means of a vote for reconsideration,but 
the prospect of success was so slight 
that no vote was hazzarded and the 
matter will come up again today. Two 
ballot reform bills, either of \yhich 
would have tolerably well satisfied 
the demands of-the governor, were 
defeated by decisive votes in the as- 
sembly yesterday. One was fashioned 
after the Massachusetts law, and was 
defeated by a vote of 48 to S5. 
The 


other was adapted from the Minneso- 
ta law. It went by the board on a 
vote of OS to 27.

ic methods. Lieu!. Col. James S. Pettit 
of the Eighth United States infantry 
delivered a radical and startling ad- 
dross before the -Military Service In- 
stitution of the United States on Gov- 
ernor's island. 


He said the United States military 


policy is so bad thai, the safety of the 
country is due solely to the watchful 
care of Providence.' 
He made many 


sarcastic comments on the army, in 
analyzing his system, and pointed out 
the weak spots in proposing a larger 
standing army. 


Col. Pettit has a reputation ns a 


writer on military affairs. 
His latest 


essay is "How far does democracy af- 
fect the organization and discipline 
of our armies, and how can its influ- 
ence- be most effectually utilized?" 


This was submitted in competition 


with other.papers by members of .the 
military service institution 
and .re- 


ceived a prize. It was read before the 
organization. 


Officers Ignorant of 
War. 


"Men who do. not think of taking 


their watches to a blacksmith for re- 
pairs or their sick to a tailor for treat- 
ment." said Lieut. Col. Pettit, "com- 
placently, yea. enthusiastically, send 
their sons and brothers to death under 
officers' utterly ignorant of war and 
the care of men in camp and in .field 
and most, of all, men selected for such 
commands accept-them, knowing they 
are perfectly incompetent to adminis- 
ter them, and the hospitals soon bear 
grewsome testimony of their ' incom- 
peteijcy. 


"It is a self-evident proposition that 


a democracy, baser] on the will of mil- 
lions, of people, expressed through de- 
vious changing channels, cannot be so 
skillful sr as efficient ir, the conduct 


of military affairs 
as a" monarchy- 


headed by a wise, powerful chief. The 
essence of military, strength is 'one 
man power.' 


Sees Good in Monarchy. 


"A monarchy is more permanent ami 


can therefore establish a fixed military 
policy, so necessary to the building up 
of an army. 
The. -sovereign is not 


fettered by the spoils system, nor in- 
debted to politicians for .his office. 
With our great monarchies the prob- 
lems of organization and discipline aro 
easy. 
In these respects monarchical 


governments have the advantage. 


"On the other hand democracies as 


a rule represent peace. Their proper 
military policy, therefore, is prepara- 
tion for defense." 


In discussing the military tactics of 


the different wars engaged-in by the • 
United States, Lieut. Col. Pettit said in 
every war, because of lack of discip-' 
line and ignorance of military science, 
the victories were 
won largely by 


luck. 


He added: "The safety and freedom 


'of a country with such a military pol- 
icy are due solely to the watchful care 
of Providence," and continued: 
"The 


Spanish-American war found us in the 
same condition as in 1S61. No army, no 
supplies. 
• 
' 


"Providence again saved us. . Our 


enemy was a cripple, and a few .thou- 
sand fine regular troops ended the 
war, 
while the raw levjes were swel- 


tering.in torrid camps without enough 
discipline to .keep them'in sanitary 
•condition and the administration hav- 
ing night-sweats over the political ef- 
fect on the country until it relieved 
itself by harking back to,the evils of 
the rebellion.

' "It is an undoubted fact that the 


promotions and appointments

incidents to this war seriously affected 
the morale and discipline of the com- 
missioned strength of the army."

THE RUSSIAN MENACE 


The situation in Russia 
has un- 


doubtedly become a menace to the 
whole world. No nation of the size 
of Russia can suffer as1 she is doing, 
from complete collapse and a wide- 
spread revolt against 
the 
existing 


government, 
without 
affecting 
un- 


favorably the interests of all coun- 
tries. 


It should not be forgotten, 
how- 


ovev, that Russia is1 the greatest na- 
tion on the globe in point of terri- 
tory, one of the greatest in popula- 
tion and 
one 
of 
the 
greatest in 


wealth. She alone has, with perhaps 
the single exception of the United 
States, the largest possibility of ma- 
terial growth. 
There is more rich, 


unturned land 
in - Russia probably 


than in any other country on the 
globe. 


Russia was so .strong that, 
not- 


withstanding a year of disaster in her 
war with Japan, at the end of-that 
year she was still stronger, financial- 
ly than Japan. 
She could have con- 


tinued the war for an indefinite per- 
iod, 
Wihilo the liabilities' of her gov- 


ernment are large, yet the' resources 
back of these liabilities are so great 
that, under other normal conditions, 


she would have no trouble in rais- 
ing furtber"*loans. 
Her stock .of gold 


amounts to 5575.000,000, 
which 
is 


larger than that of any other Euro 
pean 
country, 
excepting 
France, 


which is Russia's financial ally and 
backer. 
It is estimated that she has 


$60.000,000 on 
deposit 
in 
foreign 


banks. 


As to the ultimate standing of Rus- 


sia there cannot be any doubt what- 
ever. When sue has passed through 
her present troubles and has estab 
lishecl a government that obtains the 
confidence of her people, Russia will 
advance by leaps and bounds to a 
commanding 
international position. 


Meanwhile, however, her condition is 
deplorable in the extreme. 
The ac- 


tual truth can only be conjectured, 
for the outside world knows only a 
part of what is going on, owing to 
the great collapse which has taken 
place and the stoppage of means of 
communication. 


Mr. Gross, of the American Loco- 


motive company, who. has just, re- 
turned 
from 
St. Petersburg, gives 


perhaps1 the best account of the con 
ditions there which has. yet appeared. 
Tn St. Petersburg, he says, all busi- 
ness is suspended; banks, 
theatres, 


schools, restaurants, newspapers, fac- 
tories, telegraphs, 
telephones, 
light 


and water have all stopped. 
"The 


situation," he says "was a seething 
volcano when I left." Even hundreds 
of employes of the government have 
joined the ranks of the strikers'. Vast 
assemblies of people 
meet 
in the 


streets and squares listening to ex- 
citing speeches. The czar himself is 
called the "little fool" instead of the 
"little father." 
Moreover, 
what 
is 


taking place is not a mere strike of 
employes asking for 
higher wages, 


but a strike of 'the people for a dif- 
ferent form of government. It is in 
reality a revolution, and revolution 
that more nearly corresponds' to the 
condition that existed in France near 
the end of the eighteenth century 
than any other revolution that 
has 


taken place. What makes the situa- 
tion worse is the fact that the ignor- 
ant peasantry is even being stirred 
to revolt. What the outcome will be 
cannot be forecasted, 
except 
that 


there will come a time when the first 
demand of the people will be order 
rather than liberty, and almost any 
government will be welcomed that 
can achieve that. 
If Russia herself 


cannot restore 
peace there 
is 
at 


least a possibility of other European 
nations, 
notably Germany, stepping 


in and compelling a restoration of 
law and order. 


Meanwhile the disturbances in Rus- 


sia create an unsettled--feeling in all 
the markets of the world. Of course, 
under present conditions Russia can- 
not ,raise the new loan, which a short 
time ago she was .negotiating with 
foreign bankers.. There is, indeed, 
some question as to her ability to 
pay promptly the interest upon her 
existing indebtedness, though 
there 


should be little doubt that there will 
be no violation of her foreign obli- 
gations by any government that may 
be 
instituted 
there. 
The interest 


would be paid ultimately 
whatever 


postponement there may be necessary 
at present, owing to the demoraliza- 
tion that exists. 
Nevertheless, with 


her large foreign deposits and bank- 
ing connections in P/iris 
and else- 


where it is 
not 
unlikely 
that she 


could make arrangements fpr the pay- 
ment of her interest obligations for 
some time to come.. There must: of 
course, be a general suspension of 
private payment of indebtedness, and 
this will undoubtedly cause embar- 
rassment to commercial 
houses in 


Germany 
and 
elsewhere that may 


have had dealings with the Russian 
people. 


The United Stales is i'ar rc-moveil 


from Russia in 
the financial and 


commercial sense, and therefore in- 
terests here will be less effected by 
the disturbances than -will the Euro- 
pean 
markets. ' Nevertheless, any- 


thing that effects Paris1, Berlin and 
London must necessarily be indirect- 
ly the cause 
of 
disturbance here. 


Hence the Russian situation has be- 
come 
an 
important 
factor in the 


financial situation here as well as 
abroad. 


PEACE. • 
v 
. 


During the 
past 
year 
President 


Roosevelt has1 done much to advance 
the cause of peace by taking the first 
steps toward the reconvening of the 
Hague congress and by promoting the 
treaty of Portsmouth. It is not sur. 
prising, therefore, that "he devotes 
four pages of his1 annual message to 
the subject of peace. 


More and more, the president says, 


war is becoming to be looked upon 
as in itself "a lamentable and evil 
thing," and he devotes some hundreds 
of words to argument 
along these 


lines'. But the president does not be- 
lieve in peace at any price, and he 
has 
scant 
sympathy 
with senti- 


mentalists who dread oppression less 
than physical sufferings, and prefer 
a shameful peace to 
a 
righteous 


peace. 
Therefore he 
believes that 


there 'could be no greater calamity 
than for the enlightened free peoples 
of the earth to disarm 
while yet 


leaving it open to any barbarism or 
despotism to remain unarmed. There- 
fore he believes that the armies and 
navies of those nations which stand 
for justice constitute the best security 
for a just peace. 


In the main, the president is right 


in this' statement. ' The nations must 
have sufficient power to maintain law 
and 
order 
internationally, just as 


within themselves they must possess 
the power to maintain Jaw and order 
locally. 
The tinie, of course, is far 


distant when there can be complete 
disarmament. 
But surely the great 


civilized nations of 
the earth, the 


United States, Great Britain, France, 


rmany, to say nothing of the lesser 


powers, 
might 
reasonably 
take 


measures to reduce their armies and 
navies1. The time does not seem' to 


be too soon, to make a beginning to- 
ward disarmament. Instead of that, 
the tendency of the lime seems 10 be 
to increase the armies, and especially 


the navies, of the world, and this is 


adding an increased 'burden of Taxa- 
tion ;md military service 
upon the 


people. 


1 It seems a 
pity 
that 
President 


Roosevelt, who has done so much for 
the cause of peace and who will do 
much more, could not in his message 
have made a definite recommendation 
to that end. He says, indeed, thai, it 
may be possible to 
exercise some 


check upon the tendency to swell in- 
definitely the budgets for military ex- 
penditure, but what would have been 
more to the'point would have been 
the definite announcement of a plan 
for international .cooperation in that 
direction. 
The president, however, 


believes that the new Hague confer- 
ence will-mark a long stride toward 
what he calls "the peace of justice."
